Tho proviso waH made bv the council, 
however, that before the contract was 
signed the plans and spocilications 
shouhl bo subject to the approval of 
tho engineer of the British Columbia 
J'^lectric llnilway company, Mr, Cauibie. 
The latter duly inspected tho plans, and 
in face of the adversQ opinion of tho 
yaliio of a "rivotod" structure given 
by Mr. Bell, doclinod to give a judgment 
m the matter, on the grounds that ho 
was uiiiirepared to decide so hnportaut 
a (luostion.
